Hodgkins and early this morning the 
report reached the R. N. W. M. P.

12 1-2 miles south of Strathcona, and 
after lighting a match and looking 
around, again departed. This hap- 
pened about 2 a.m., but though Reid 
set the dogs on the intruders there 
was no further trace. ;

He or 
dered them to halt, but was answer- 
ed by a rifle shot He returned the 
fire and moi than half a dozen shots 
were exchanged before Deputy 
Sheriff Heikes arose from hie sleep.

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STOCK-MEN FAVOR 
CHILLED. MEAT SCHEME 


Gentrai Ainerta Stock Growers As 
sociation Urge Federal Govern- 
ment to take Speedy Action to 
Start Industry. 


The annual convention of the Cen- 
tral Alberta Stock Growers’ Associa- 
tion was held at Stettler at 2 p.m. 
on the 13th inet. Mr. Frank W. 
Whiteside, president of the associa- 
tion, occupied the chair. Owing to 
the bad state of the trails, due to the 
heavy rains of Monday last, the at- 
tendance was not as large as would 
otherwise have been the case, al- 
though thers was a very representa- 
tive gathering of members and others 
interested in affairs pertaining to 
étock. 

Many matters of importance to agri- 
cultural interests were dealt with, 
and the keen way in which the pro- 
ceedings were followed, the enthus- 
iasm displayed and the number of 
questions asked, showed conclusively 
the excellent work being accomplish- 
ed by euch institutions as the Central 
Alberta Stock Growers’ Association. 

The principal subject, and the mat- 
ter most generally referred to by the 
various speakers, was undoubtedly 
the question of establishing the chill- 
ed meat and packing house industry. 
It was very evident from the remarks 
of the speakers and the attitude of 
those present that a «trong feeling 
exists throughout the western pro- 
vinces in favor of the proposal for 
establishing the industry, recently 
éubmitted to the Federal Minister of 
Agriculture by the chilled meat com- 
mittee. The desire for prompt ac- 
tion on the part of the government 
was very marked and wae clearly ex- 
pressed by the unanimity which 
existed towards resolutions bearing 
on the éubject. 

The President opened the ‘meeting 
with a few introductory remarke, and 
then spoke at some length of the work 
which had been a¢complished by the 
association during the year, princi- 
pally along the lines of better facili- 
ties for marketing stock, protection of 
cattle men, and what has 6o far been 
achieved by the chilled meat com- 
mittee, of which he was chairman, 

He then called upon Mr. W. F. 
Stevens, live stock commissioner for 
Alberta, to explain what had been 
done with regard to obtaining better 
facilities for éhipping etock. 

Mr. Stevens, in his customary clear 
and concise manner, told the meeting 
of his journey through the province 
with Mr. Dillinger, the Dominion 
Railway Commission expert, and the 
manner in which it wae agreed to im- 
prove matters, by the laying down of 
ties with a coating cinders in the 
worst yards, and in others of a dryer 
uature, a layer of gravel. He also 
pointed out that racks and water 
troughs would be provided in all 
yards, and where water was procur- 
able at a depth of 20 feet, wells were 
to be sunk and pumps provided. 
From Mr. Stevens’ remarks it was 
apparent a good deal in the way of 
excellent additions to existing facili- 
ties had been arranged for. 

The «ood work accomplished by Mr: 
Stevens during his tenor of office was 
frequently alluded to by the president 
and others. The value to the province 
in having a live stock commissioner 
so fully conversant with the require- 
ments of the stock producers to point 
out their needs to Mr. Dillinger, was 
manifest to all and much appreciated. 

Mr. W. F. Puffer, M.P.P., was the 
next spesker, and after referting to 
the excellent work being done by the 
president as chairman of the chilled 
meat committee, spoke of the various 
amendments to acts respecting live 
stock which had been passed last ses- 
sion in the provincial parliament, 

During the course of a very instruc 
tive address he pointed out the great 
assistance liye stock associations were 
to those representing them in parlia- 
ment, and particularly alluded to the 
esteem in which the Central Alberta 
Stock Growers’ association was held 
by the members of the House, 

After a few remarks by ‘the presi- 
dent on the inspection of brands, Mr. 
P. D. Sanders, stock inspector for 
Calgary, was asked to give the mem- 
bers an outline of the modus oper- 
andi at that centre. Mr. Sanders ex- 
pluined the difficulties experienced in 
deciphering brands in the winter 
time, and pointed out that it would 
facilitate matters considerably if own- 
ers would provide a schedule of the 
brands on their cattle, and the num- 
ber being shipped under each. 

The president next spoke of the 
work of the chilled meat committee, 
and after alluding to the prominent 
part played by Mr. E. G. Palmer in 
the work of the commmittee, called 
upon him to lay befgresthe meeting 
what has so far been accomplished. 
ly worked to have the industry estao- 
lished. The speaker coneluded hia 
remarks by saying that the best wish 
he could offer the association was 
that they might never want for such 
able, upright, broadminded, and con- 
scientous men for their presidents. 

That the members and others pres- 
ent thoroughly coincided with these 
views was clearly demonstrated by 
the applause which greeted this al 
lusion to their prestdent, and testified 
to the respect in which he is hed 
by everyone 

Dr. J. C. Hargreaves, of Medicine 
Hat, veterinary inspector for Alberta, 
was the next speaker; He touched 
upon the work accomplished towards 
eradicatig mange, and the = efforts 
made by his department to mitigate 
the hardship consequent upon the 
testing of horses for glandera, alter 
entry into the province. It as ap
